Terraces in combination with strip 


cropping and contour cultivation were 
examined on the J. L. Goodbar, Milus 
Morris (col.), Leo Collier, W. H. Hall 
and J. B. Baird farms. Thousands of 
acres of cultivated land in this vicin- 
ity need a combination of terracing, 
strip cropping and contour cultivation 


erosion control. All ter- 


races constructed by the Soil Conser- 
vation Service and co-operating farm- 
ers are broad base, variable grade 
Mangum type terrace. Terrace spec- 
ifications vary with drainage area of 
each terrace involved. Seventy-three 
miles of terraces, portecting 900 acres 
of land, have been constructed in the 
demonstrational area. 


Pasture Development 


Pasture development, which includes 


improvement of existing permanent 
pastures and the establishment of pas- 
tures on steep or badly eroded land 
retired from cultivation, was observ- 
ed on the Roy M. Rogers and O. R. 
Gushing farms. Example of contour 
ridges for soil and water conservation 
were noted. Many farms of South- 
west Arkansas have steep or badly 
eroded areas unprofitable for cultiva- 
tion that should be utilized as pasture. 


An example of reforestation of steep 


gullied slopes retired from cultivation 
was seen on the J. L. Goodbar place. 
This area was contour ridged and set 
in Black loeut seedlings. Black locust 
will prevent erosion on areas and also 
produce badly needed fence posts in a 
few years time. 


'Methods of gully control by use of 


Bermuda grass, wire and sod bag 
dams was demonstrated on Mrs. C. A. 
Williams and J. B. Baird farms. When 
gullies arc apparent in a field a large 
part of the lop soil is gone. Further 
advancement of all gullies should be 
checked by some applicable method to

Division of Cost 


The total cost of $5.500 for the project 


was divided as follows: $1,000 cash 
from the Hope public schools, plus the 
materials from the small wooden build- 
ing on the old Garland high school 
grounds; $600 worth of brick from Mr. 
O'Neal—with the balance paid by the 
federal government through NYA. 


To raise its $1,000 cash donation the 


Hope School Board sold two obsolete 
school properties on the outlying parts 
of Hope Special School District for a 
total of $525—reducing its actual new- 
cash outlay to $475. 


The ground-breaking ceremony at 


2:30 o'clock Friday afternoon was ac- 
companied by selections from the Hope 
Boys band, with NYA officials, Sup- 
erintendent Beryl Henry and mem- 
bers of Hope School Board present.

Roy Sellers, Extension economisl 
in marketing, University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture, presided ai 
the meeting. 


The school was held to acquainl 


growers and agricultural workers with 
the details of harvesting and market- 
ing products so as to obtain the max- 
imum returns from the crop. 
"The 


very best products may be ruined in 
the process of getting them to market 
because the grower doesn't under- 
stand the requirements of the trade 
the method of packing, and the partic- 
ulars of shipping," L. C. Baber, dis- 
trict extension agent, said in explain- 
ing the purpose of the school.

Com- 
pared with an increase of 10.9 per cent 
for all retail trade, the public bought 
32 per cent more furs, 23.5 per cent 
more luggage, 32,2 per cent more 
household furniture, and 24 per cent 
more jewelry, in the first quarter of 
1937, than in the corresponding period 
a year ago, at 236 department stores 
covered by the current survey of 
"prosperity goods" buying, made by 
Northwestern National Life Insurance 
company.

tins luxury and1 semi-luxury buying is 
being financed on installments; the 
ratio of time purchases has already far 
outstripped that of 1929. Time sales 
were 6.7 per cent of total department 
store trade in 1929, hit a depression 
low of 5.95 per cent in 1932, rebounded 
to a new high record of 9.3 per cent in 
1936, and are currently running close 
to 12 per cent of total department store 
volume, the report states. 


Moving with the trend, retailers are 


setting up faeilties for handling in- 
stallment business on a larger scale 
than ever before. 


The increase in purchases of furni- 


ture and equipment for the home, a 
large proportion of which are custo- 
marily bought on time, is a material 
influence in the upward trend of in- 
stallment sales, the survey points out. 
At the 236 department stores covered 
by the study, 12,7 per cent more pianos 
were sold than in the first quarter of 
193G, and 14 per cent more electrical 
household appliances. 


Retail prices have slowed their rise 


in recent weeks; the fear of outrun- 
ning consumer gains in income is 
tending to restrict sharp price ad- 
vances, the report observes.

emphasized careful handling of the 
crop in loading. Bruising resulting 
from rough handling during loading 
of the cars is responsible for much 
deterioration in quality. 


Grades, as set up by the U. S. De- 


partment of Agriculture, do not change 
with the season, but remain the same 
regardless of crop conditions, he said 
"These grades tell the consumer what 
he is buying, and that standard musl 
remain the same regardless of whal 
has happened to the crop. The grade 
represents the type of product the 
consumer wants. When a car grades 
U. S. No. 1, that means the average 
potato, or tomato, or whatever it is 
in the car, will meet the demands oi 
the consumer. 'Size does not determine 
quality, but is mentioned in grade re- 
quirements in order to meet consumer 
demand for a certain size product." 


J. C. Yancy, of Harlington, Texas, 


fregiht container Bureau, Association 
of American Railroads, explained the 
purpose of the Bureau. "We are try- 
ing to determine the specifications, 
sizes, and types of containers for all 
perishable products shipped by rail 
which will get these products to their 
destination with the least amount of 
damage, and have ben successful in 
reducing the damage to a great ex- 
tent through the adoption of suitable 
containers." 


Freight rates are based on the con- 


tainers described in the tariff publish- 
ed by the assocaition, and the rates 
are increased on containers which do 
not meet these specifications. Crates 
and lux boxes must be built squarely, 
so they can be loaded tight in the car. 
Protruding slabs, or boxes built incor- 
rectly, result in a slack in the car so 
that the load moves and shifts con- 
tinually en route, causing a great deal 
of damage. 


Handling Watermelons 


Tests will be conducted ths season 


in cushioning cars used for shipping 
watermelons with excelsior pads to 
prevent breakage, which has been very 
great, Mr. Yancy said. 


Billing and refrigeration was ex- 


plained by N. D. Zuber, agricultural 
agent, American Refrigerator Transit 
Company. "He emphasized 
that the 


shipper should understand the mean- 
ing of the different services offered 
by the railroads, so as not to give con- 
flicting instructions for handling the 
hipment. Such products as tomatoes 
and watermelons can be shipepd under 
standard ventilation services, while 
strawberries, peaches, beans, and leafy 
vegetables need standard refrigeration. 
lie stated that Arkansas is making 
rapid progress in the developing of 
perishable crop production. There will

Thrombosis of Victim

The moment an attack of coronary 


thrombosis occurs, the person affected 
should be put at complete rest in bed. 
Then the doctor will prescribe drugs 
according to the symtopms and make 
sure that the patient remains quiet 
ynjij. the condition of his heart war- 
rants slight exertion. From that time 
on recovery must be very gradual. 


Some patients die with their first 


attack, regardless of what the doctor 
can do, because the heart is mortally 
damaged with the first clotting of the 
blood vessels that occurs. In some 
cases, the amount of damage to the 
heart tissue is so small that the pa- 
tient promptly recovers. 


In a majority of cases, the diagnosis 


and the immediate treatment mean 
the difference between life and death. 
Many instances have been recorded in 
which patients have survived seven or 
eight years after the first attack. 


One man had his first attack at the 


age of 63, passed a life insurance ex- 
amination two years later and was in 
such an excellent state of health' at 
the age of 12 that he climbed moun- 
tains without symptoms. 


When he finally died at 80 of brain 


hemorrhage, the postmortem examin- 
ation of his heart revealed scars from 
the attack of coronary thrombosis 17

The Weakness of Esau 


Text: Genesis 25:27-:H; 27:41-45 


The story of Esau and Jacob has an 


ancient setting, with some references 
that are not particularly clear, but 
the main elements of the 
story, 


especially is value for instruction in 
peace, honor, and righteousness today, 
ore very clearly marked. 


Isaac had two boys, Esau ;>IK! Jacob. 


Esau was a skillful hunter, an ir- 
responsible man who liked to go chas- 
ing adventure, whereas Jacob was a 
quiet man, dwelling in tents, con- 
cerned more about his herd and about 
his prosperity than about his own ease 
or indulgence. 


Jacob had plenty to cat, and he had 


cooked .some savory pottage, when 
Esau came from the field, faint and 
hungry. Esau said to Jacob, "Feed 
me, I pray thee, with that same red 
pottage, for I am faint." It seemed 
a very simple request, but Jacob en- 
vied Esau, his elder brother, and said, 
"First sell me thy birthright." 


The story, you see, has an old- 


fashioned setting. We do not talk 
like that today, and we do not quite 
understand how a birthright could 


be upset by so simple a transaction. 


Esau's reasoning was very simple 


and very easy. What use was his 
birthright when he was tired to the 
point of death? But Jacqb was very 
exacting. He did not want any mere 
promises; what he wanted was a sworn 
agreement. So Jacob gave Esau some 
pottage, and Esau gave his rights to 
Jacob. 


Naturally, Esau hated Jacob, and 


planned to kill him, but their mother 
heard of his threat" and warned Jacob; 
so Jacob had to escape for his life, 
finding refuge with an uncle. Here 
he got into troubles of his own. 


It is not a pleasant story, nor one 


that is a very fine commentary on the 
teaching that a man should be his 
brother's keeper. Its lesson is very 
largely negative in its warning against 
weakness and greed. 


One would not wish to hold up 


either of these brothers as a good 
example to youth. The warning, rath- 
er, is against the weakness that de- 
stroys life's chances of success, and 
against the greedy and ambitious spir- 
it that makes ignoble and unworthy 
the success that is won. 


If we were to judge Jacob only by 


this incident, he would be a sorry 
figure, unworthy of all the sermons 
that have been preached about himy 
But just as there were better ele- 
ments in Esau, in spite of his general 
weakness and instability, so Jacob 
had qualities that were not to be 
judged by his faults. 


He was'capable of repentance; he

state department impose an arms em- 
bargo against Gcrmuuny and Italy, or 
show the reason why not. It was his 
idea that the na/.i-fascist filibustering 
expeditions into Spain constituted a 
state of war which justified the United 
States going into the shuddering seclu- 
sion that is contemplated in the neu- 
trality act. 


In a way that amounted to a request 


for an investigation. The senate did 
not at once act on it, to the undying 
gratitude of the state department. 


Surprise 


Senator Nye is a hound for neutrali- 


ty and staying out of Europe's affairs, 
hence the state department was wide- 
eyed with perplexity at his action. 


But on the other hand, the senate

WASHINGTON—(if}—With only two 


dissenting votes, the senate approved 
Thursday the administration's bill to 
make the CCC camps permanent. Sen- 
ators King (Dem., Ut.) and Borah 
(Rep., Ida.) dissented. 


The bill now goes to a conference 


with the house, which has voted to 
limit extension to two years. 


Senator Byrd tDem.. Va.), a leading 


advocate of curtailed federal spending. 
vainly urged that the life of the 
corps"be extended for only two years at 
this time. His proposal was voted 
down, 42-26. 
Seventeen Democrats—most of them 


leaders in the current economy cam- 
paign—joined Republicans in voting 
for the two-year extension, but were 
swamped by the solid bloc of adminis- 
tration supporters. 


False Economy Seen 


Senator Black (Dem.. Ala.), con- 


tended Byrd's proposal would be "false 
economy." He said planning for two- 
year periods would be inefficient and 
expensive, and added: 


"All of us know the CCC camps will 


continue to exist whether you write 
two years in here or not, because 95 
per cent of the people want them." 


King said he would approve a two- 


year extension but could not vote for 
a permanent set-up because "we 
don't know what changes may be 
made in its administration." 


"We don't know whether it will 


tend to develop into militarism. So- 
cialism, or what," he said. 


The senate agreed with the house 


to slash the salary of Robert Fechner. 
the CCC director, from $12,000 to 510.- 
000, and voted to keep basic pay of 
enrollees at ?30 a month, the present 
level. 
Senator Clark (Dem., Mo.), leader 


of: the movement to cut Fechner's sal- 
ary, said he intended no reflection on 
the director's ability, but contended 
his pay should be brought in line with 
that of other government 
adminis- 


trators. 


Other Provisions Voted 


The Senate voted to restrict enroll- 


ment to 315,000 unemployed youths, 
but at the request of Senator Thomas 
(Dem., Ut.), knocked out a provision 
that they must be in needy circum- 
stances. 


He argued that to "stamp these boy 


as needy" would damage their self- 
respect and create "definite class leg- 
islation." 


The senate bill would place civilian 


employes under civil service, although 
the house measure lifted these re- 
strictions.

Who Prefers to ©ive His Millions to His 2O,OOO Workers

BINGHAMTON, N. V.—Fifteen years 


ago George F. Johnson found that he 
had made $7,000,000 out of his shoe 
business. Today, if he had operated 
in the usual manner, he might well 
have 520,000,000. 


But he hasn't. He doubts that his 


personal fortune would assay more 


"And I'm ashamed that is should be 


as big at that," he says, swinging about 
on the old office chair before the bat- 
tered and old-fashioned roll-top desk 
that has served him as long as any- 
body can remember. 
His office is 


small, bare-floored, undccorated. with 
huge windows opening into the main 
office and giving him all the privacy of 
a goldfish. 


"I see no reason for piling up money. 


I haven't noticed any of these people 
taking it with them when they cross 
the Jordan. It doesn't bring security. 
I suppose if I took all my money and 
invested it, it might bring me security, 
if I knew just where to invest it and 
how to get a return on it. 


But there's more security in working 


at a job that you know. I still get a 
salary (Note: It is about $50,000 a year) 
but I give most of it away. It doesn't 
cost me much to live, and with the 
income from my stock I have much 
more than I need. But I don't pile it 
up. I use it." (He means: "I give it 
away.") 


Not more than 20 per cent of the

now in his family, Johnson avers.

the reward. 


Financiers Not All-Wise 


"When we incorporated this busi- 


ness, I came in contact with a lot of 
big Wall Street men, and I didn't find 
that they had all wisdom. Since then 
I have talked to many .statesmen and 
educators, and I am amazed at their 
ignorance. The best thing a man can 
learn is through the study of human 
nature as he rub.s elbows in close con- 
tact with his fellow workinsmen. 


"When men set up a corporation, 


what do they do? They pump it full 
of all the water it can stand, and then 
try to earn dividends on this inflated 
and fictitious value. The worth of 
an industry is not based on its tarn- 
ings, but on its replacement co.st 
Then, if capital represents true anr. 


actual vaiue or investment, the in- 
vestors should be satisfied with a 
reasonable return on that money. 


"Down here we don't say 'capital 


and labor.' we say 'labor and capital.' 
because labor comes first. Without 
labor there is no capital. And the 
plain fact is that capital has been get- 
ting more than it's entitled to get, and 
labor less. 


'We went to work here on the basis 


of the greatest good for the greatest 
number, and that happens to be the 
working people. 


Unions Don't Concern Him 


Johnson keeps entirely separate the 


projects on which he has been giving 
away his private fortune and those en- 
gineered by the shoe company. As to 
his private benefactions he is reticent, 
but there is a saying hereabouts that 
George F. is a member of any church 
hat needs painting." Churches, Amer- 
can Legion clubhouses, schools, li- 
braries, parks, all have felt the touch 
of the pilerl-up money Johnson expects 
irgely to have given away before he 
dies. 


Unionization 
has 
no 
terrors for 


Johnson, who insists he has never in- 
terposed any barriers to it. "If work- 
men are unfairly treated, they ought 
to organize," he insists. 


"But here they get all the money 


there is outside what is needed for 
taxes, insurance, reserves, and the 
needs of the business plus a resonable 
return on the money people have ad- 
vanced to enable us to run," Johnson 
puts it. "There is no possible way they 
could get any more with any kind of 
organization. If they can show me 
any organization that will get them 
any more, I'll join it myself! 


"We've had organizers in here from 


time to time, and we have some now, 
including Communists. But they never 
get anywhere. However, I've never 
made any attacks on them or blanket 
statements on them like Henry Ford 
did recently. The future will be the 
future, not the past or present. 


"A man would be very stupid, in- 


deed, not to see that this is a changing 
world. It will be a better world, too." 


Son, Ncphe Are Understudies 


This vast Endicott-Johnson institu- 


tion, this strange experiment in cap- 
italistic industry, depends heavily on 
one man and he is nearly 80 years old 
despite his evident vitality and restless 
energy. 
A son, George W.. and a 


nephew, Charles F., are preparing to 
carry on, schooled in the Christian- 
capitalist principles of George F. The 
son is already president.
